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PREFACE 
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Complete  genealogical  records  are  apt  to  be  more  or  less 
bewildering.  This  is  not  intended  as  a  complete  family 
record,  through  the  eighth  generation  it  is  merely  a 
sketch  of  our  specific  family  line ,  and  collateral  lines  have 
not  been  brought  down.  It  is  complete  only  in  listing  all  the 


descendants  of  my  father ,  Edward  Scovill  Hickcox.  This 
simple  form  will ,  I  think ,  be  appreciated  by  our  fa?nily. 


Members  of  other  branches  may  find  material  here  that  will 
be  of  use  in  tracing  their  particular  lines. 

Information  is  from  reliable  sources.  That  relating  to 
earlier  generations  is  largely  from  Bronson  s  History  of 
Waterbury,  a  standard  work ,  published  in  1858.  Entries  in 
the  family  Bible  made  by  my  great-grandmother ,  Ruth  Scovill 
Hickcox ,  have  been  of  great  help.  Other  sources  have  been 
public  records ,  cemetery  records ,  the  published  Record  of 
Mortality  of  Watertown,  Connecticut,  and  data  furnished 
by  members  of  the family . 

*  When  I  started  this  record ,  it  was  my  wish  to  trace  the 
ancestry  of  William  Hickox  who  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Farmington ,  in  164.0.  I  have  had  some  interesting  corre¬ 
spondence  in  relation  to  this.  Several  genealogists  state  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  William  Hickox ,  second  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
( Sturley )  Hickox ,  was  baptized  December  10 , 1609,  at  Strat¬ 
ford-on-Avon  ,  Warwickshire ,  England.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth ,  sailed  from  England  for  the  Colonies  by  permission  of 
the  Church  of  England ,  on  the  ship  Plaine  Joan,  May  15 , 
/<5j5,  was  in  New  Haven  as  early  as  1643 ,  and  was  a  settler 
in  Farmington ;  but  returned  to  England  in  1648. 

Other  correspondents  question  if  the  William  who  was  in 
New  Haven  was  the  same  person  as  the  Farmington  William. 
There  is  so  much  doubt  on  this  point  that  I  am  taking  William 
Hickox ,  unquestionably  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Farmington , 
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for  my  starting  point,  I  mention  the  claim  as  to  his  ancestry 
hoping  it  may  lead  someone  in  the  family  to  investigate  fur¬ 
ther .  In  taking  this  starting  point  I  make  this  strictly  a  record 
of  our  family  line  in  Connecticut . 

"The  name  appears  in  various  forms ,  Hickox,  Hickcox , 
Hikcox ,  Hi  cox  y  Hickok ,  Hicock ,  Heacox ,  Hickcock , 
ckocky  etc .  /foV  record  it  will  appear  for  the  first  five 

generations  as  Hickox ,  the  form  more  frequently  used  in  the 
earlier  days .  Commencing  with  the  sixth  generation ,  /V  <£/>- 
HickcoXy  the  form  now  generally  used  in  our  line  of 
the  family.

FIRST  GENERATION 

Farmington,  1640 

William  Hickox — Bronson's  History  of  Waterbury  ^  page 
148,  mentions  William  Hickox  of  Farmington  as  “one  of 
the  original  proprietors  and  first  settlers  of  that  town." 
Farmington  was  settled  in  1640. 

From  this  history  and  from  other  sources  we  learn  that 
William  Hickox  married  Elizabeth;  that  they  had  two 
children,  Samuel,  born  probably  about  1643,  and  Joseph, 
born  probably  about  1645.  William  Hickox  died  while  his 
sons  were  quite  young.  His  widow  married  William  Adams 
of  Farmington,  who  lived  but  a  short  time  thereafter,  his 
estate  being  probated  in  1655.  His  wife  survived  him. 
Probate  records  mention  “The  two  Heackock  boys  10  and 
12  years  old.” 


SECOND  GENERATION 

Mattatuck — /^r  Waterbury,  1674 

Samuel  Hickox — The  elder  son  of  William  Hickox  of 
Farmington  was  born  about  1643.  He  and  his  brother  Joseph 
were  on  the  List  of  Proprietors  in  Farmington  in  1672. 
The  names  of  both  Samuel  and  Joseph  appear  among  the 
signers  of  the  Articles  of  Association  and  Agreement  for 
the  Settlement  of  the  Plantation  of  Mattatuck  under  date 
of  June  6,  1674. 

In  Bronson’s  History  of  Waterbury ,  page  148,  under 
heading  Samuel  Hickox ,  we  find  the  following:  “He  was 
one  of  the  original  thirty,  and  is  believed  to  have  been  a 
member  of  the  first  company  that  came  to  our  town.” 
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“He  was  one  of  the  assignees  of  the  first  Indian  deed, 
and  is  named  in  all  the  fence  divisions  and  proprietors 
lists.  ” 

“So  far  as  appears,  he  never  once  halted  in  the  work  he 
had  undertaken.” 

“He  was  called  Sergeant  as  early  as  1686.”  “When  the 
train  band  was  organized,  or  reorganized,  after  the  re¬ 
sumption  of  Colonial  government,  under  the  charter,  he 
was  appointed  sergeant  and  was  ever  afterward  known  as 
Sergt.  Samuel  Hickox.” 

“He  held  different  offices  by  appointment  of  the  grand 
committee  and  proprietors,  was  townsman  in  1682.” 

“He  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of  the  settlement,  and 
died  at  his  post,  at  a  critical  time,  when  men  of  the  right 
stamp  could  be  poorly  spared.” 

Samuel  Hickox  married  Hannah  Upson,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Upson  and  Elizabeth  (Fuller)  Upson.  Their  home 
was  on  a  two  acre  plot  facing  the  north  side  of  the  green 
near  where  the  Hotel  Elton  now  stands.  He  died  in  Water- 
bury  in  1694-5.

Joseph  Hickox,  brother  of  Samuel,  was  the  first  of  the 
original  proprietors  to  leave  Mattatuck. 

He  removed  to  Woodbury  (Southbury)  in  1686,  and 
died  in  1687. 


THIRD  GENERATION 
Waterbury,  1675 

Thomas  Hickox  (Deacon),  fourth  son  of  Samuel  Hickox, 
was  born  in  1675,  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sergt.  Isaac 
Bronson.  Their  home  was  on  the  comer  of  East  Main  and 
Cherry  Streets,  where  the  Crosby  High  School  building 
now  stands. 

He  was  a  proprietor  in  1699,  was  grand  juror,  school 
committee  and  townsman,  at  different  times;  represented 
the  town  in  the  legislature  two  sessions,  1722  and  1723.  He 
was  appointed  deacon  in  1724,  being  the  second  to  hold 
this  office. 

He  died  June  28,  1728,  “in  the  prime  of  life,  much  re¬ 
gretted.”  His  widow  married  Deacon  Samuel  Bull,  of 
Woodbury.  Children:

Thomas  Hickox  (Deacon),  oldest  son  of  Deacon  Thomas, 
was  born  in  Waterbury,  October  25,  1701. 

He  married  Mirriam  (Hawkins)  Richards,  April  19, 
1736.  They  had  five  children: 

1.  Thomas ,  born  April  4,  1737. 

2.  Susanna ,  born  March  30,  1739. 

3.  Daniel ,  born  December  16,  1742.  (See  under  Fifth 
Generation.)

They  lived  on  a  farm  in  the  easterly  part  of  the  Parish  of 
Westbury,  afterwards  Watertown,  distributed  to  him  from 
the  estate  of  his  father  February  18,  1728-9.  The  dwelling 
house  stood  on  a  six  acre  lot  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
intersection  of  highways  now  known  as  Buckingham 
Street  and  Echo  Lake  Road.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  First  Congregational  Society  in  Westbury  in  1738. 

His  wife  died  March  13,  1780,  the  year  that  Watertown 
was  incorporated. 

He  died  December  28,  1787. 

Both  are  buried  in  Old  Town  Cemetery,  Watertown. 
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FIFTH  GENERATION 
Waterbury — Watertown,  1742 

Daniel Hickox ,  third  child  of  the  second  Deacon  Thomas, 
was  born  in  Waterbury,  Westbury  Parish,  afterwards 
Watertown,  December  16,  1742.  He  married  Sibel  Bar¬ 
tholomew  Williams,  January  15,  1766.  They  had  four 
children : 

1.  Caleb ,  born  October  18,  1766.  (See  under  Sixth 
Generation.)

He  owned  many 
tracts  of  land  in  Watertown,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to 
learn  where  his  home  was  located.

Caleb  Hickcox  (Major),  first  child  of  Daniel,  was  born  in 
Waterbury,  Parish  of  Westbury,  afterwards  Watertown, 
October  18,  1766.  He  married  Ruth  Scovill,  daughter  of 
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Edward  Scovill,  of  Waterbury,  in  1791.  She  was  born 
March  8, 1773.  They  had  nine  children:

He  was  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
in  1800  as  Major  of  the  twenty-sixth  Regiment  of  the 
State  Militia.  I  have  his  Commission  signed  by  Jonathan 
Trumbull  “Captain  General  and  Commander  in  Chief,” 
dated  May  20,  1800. 

Major  Caleb  Hickcox,  and  his  wife,  Ruth  Scovill  Hick- 
cox,  owned  a  large  farm  located  on  Nova  Scotia  Hill  in  the 
easterly  part  of  Watertown.  This  they  occupied  during 
their  married  life.  On  the  death  of  the  Major  at  the  age  of 
forty-six  years,  his  widow  and  family  continued  their 
residence  on  the  farm.  This  farm  was  later  known  as  the 
Milo  Hart  farm,  and  still  later  as  the  Callender  farm. 

Major  Caleb  Hickcox  died  March  9,  1813. 
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Ruth  Scovill  Hickcox  died  January  15,  1859.  Both  are 
buried  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Old  Town  Cemetery, 
Watertown.

Watertown,  1794 

Edward  Scovill  Hickcox ,  second  child  of  Major  Caleb  and 
Ruth  Scovill  Hickcox,  was  born  in  Watertown  May  11, 
1794.  He  married  first  Anna  Merriman  of  Watertown 
March  4,  1819.  They  had  nine  children:

Anna  Beecher,  second  wife  of  Edward  Scovill  Hickcox,  * 
died  June  9,  1864,  in  Watertown  and  is  buried  there  in 
Old  Town  Cemetery. 

Edward  Scovill  Hickcox  died  October  16,  1881,  in 
Watertown  and  is  buried  there  in  Old  Town  Cemetery. 

The  earlier  years  of  the  life  of  Edward  Scovill  Hickcox 
were  spent  on  the  farm  of  his  parents  on  Nova  Scotia  Hill, 
Watertown.  In  1828  he  purchased  a  large  farm  in  the  west 
part  of  the  town  and  resided  there  until  after  his  second 
marriage.  He  then  moved  to  the  Beecher  farm  in  the  south¬ 
west  part  of  the  town  and  resided  there  until  after  the 
death  of  his  second  wife.  He  then  returned  to  his  farm  in 
the  west  part  of  the  town  and  resided  there  until  his  death.
